Little Damage Done; Report* Heard Of

HELSINKI. Dec. 19— In a renewal of aerial assaults against th© 
Finnish capital, Soviet Russian planes today bombed the outskirts of 
Helsinki. 
Eighteen Soviet planes participated in the bombing attempt, but 
only four of these succeeded in reaching the capital. 
The first air raid alarm was sounded at 11:20 a. rn. and the "all 
clear” signal at 12:15 p. rn. 
A short time later, six Soviet planes raided the city of Viborg on the 
Carelian Isthmus. 
One of the attackers was shot down by Finnish 
anti-aircraft fire. 
As far as could be ascertained immediately, there were no casual­ 
ties. 
The raiders approached Helsinki in scattered formations from 
the North and anti-aircraft fire was heard clearly in the center of the

At the cabinet meeting the exe­ 
cutive was expected to ask the 
members’ opinions on the advisa­ 
bility of protesting the naval en­ 
gagement between the Graf Spee 
and three British cruisers before 
the German battle cruiser enter­ 
ed the harbor 
for repairs. 
This 
took place well within the so-call­ 
ed “safety zone’' proclaimed at the 
Panama conference 
of Western 
Hemisphere republics. 
At 
that 
time the New World nations an­ 
nounced they would seek to keep 
this belt of water surrounding the 
Western Hemisphere clear of mili­ 
tary oprations by 
belligerents in 
the European war. 
Ignored By Britain 
Since the “safety zone" declara­ 
tion Undersecretary of State Sum­ 
ner Welles has announced that the 
United States has no intention of 
enforcing this with battleships. He

Its Forerunner 
The forerunner of the modern 
plum pudding was frumenty or fur- 
mity (from frumentum, grain). It 
was a kind of porridge made of 
hulled w heat, boiled in milk and sea­ 
soned with cinnamon and sugar. The 
cooks of the more opulent families 
began to add plums, currants and 
meat broth, and its name gradually 
changed to plum porridge. It was 


served as a thick soup and was tbs 
first *ood eaten on Christmas day. 
Queen Anne, who was gouty and 
also a gourmand, found she could 
not stomach so much rich food, so 
she had her plum porridge made 
solid so she could eat a little at a 
time. Boiled in a cloth or pudding 
bag, it was a kingly dish. Mother 
Goose, most of which refers to per­ 
sonages in Queen Anne’s time, had a 
verse: 
“ The Queen did make 
And stuffed it well with plums 
And in it put great lumps of fat 
As big as my two thumbs.” 
Plum pudding in its present form, 
however, did not appear in cook 
books until about 1875. It was di­ 
rected that it be made a long time 
ahead. The last Sunday in Novem­ 
ber is known among English house­ 
wives as “ Stir Up” Sunday. The 
collect appointed for the day begins 
“ Stir up. we beseech Thee, the wills 
of Thy faithful people.” This was 
a reminder to the good cooks in the 
congregation that they should begin 
stirring up their Christmas plum 
puddings. 
Every person in the household, 
according to old custom, stirred 
the pudding before it was boiled— 
“for luck.” The mistress of the 
household is supposed to add the 
spices with her own fair hand. The 
pudding should be boiled “six hours 
upon the day of stirring and six 
hours upon the day of eating.”
